Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1956  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  in  your  district, 
and  which  is  arranged  in  accordance  with  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health 
Circular  19/56  (Wales). 

Staff..  ihere  were  no  Staff  changes  in  the  year  under  review. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

The  birth  rate  for  1956  was  15.38  per  1,000  population 
compared  w^th  13*12  in  1955 > The  rate  for  the  rural  districts  in 
the  County  was  15.05  and  for  Montgomeryshire  15.0, 

There  was  1 still  birth,  being  0.7#  of  the  live  births. 

In  1955  this  rate  was  2. A#.  In  the  rural  districts  of  the  County 
this  rate  was  1.2#  and  in  the  whole  County  1.8#. 

There  were  6 illegitimate  births,  being  a percentage  of 
4.3  of  total  births,  compared  with  3.^2  in  1955.  The  rate  for  the 
rural  areas  was  4.1#  and  for  the  whole  County  3.94#. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

There  were  6 infant  deaths  under  1 year,  which  gives  an 
infant  mortality  of  43  per  1 ,000  live  births,  compared  with  25  per 
1,000  in  1955. 

In  the  rural  areas  the  rate  per  1,000  was  32  and  in  the 
whole  County  30. 

The  causes  of  these  infant  deaths  were 

(1)  Bey  aged  1 day  due  to  prematurity  and  atelectasis  - that  is,  the 
lungs  did  net  expand  properly.  Ko  weighed  only  2 lbs. 

(2)  Boy  died  after  2 hours  due  to  Prematurity, 

(3)  G-ir.1  died  after  1 day  due  to  prematurity  and  atelectasis. 

(4)  Girl  aied  at  18  hours  due  to  congenital  abnormality. 

(5)  Bcv  died  at  11  months  - the  cause  being  pneumococcal 
pneumonia  with  early  meningitis. 

(6)  Boy  died  at  8 months  with  congenital  hydrauphalus. 

Deaths. 

There  were  96  deaths  from  all  causes,  giving  a rate  of 
10.35  per  1,000  population  compared  with  13.12  per  1,000  in  1955. 

The  rate  for  the  rural  districts  was  11.81  and  for  the  whole  County 
12.19. 

There  was  one  death  due  tc  tuberculosis.

No  action  was  taken  under  this  Section, 


I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  my  colleagues,  Mr. 
Thomas  and  Mr.Maddocks  for  the  constant  help  and  interest  which 
they  have  given  relating  to  problems  of  public  health  and  to 
Mr. Gray,  the  Clerk,  and  his  assistant  Mr, Weaver,  for  help  on 
innumerable  occasions  on  many  and  varied  matters. 

In  order  that  a local  Authority  should  work  efficiently 
it  is  essential  that  there  should  be  co-operation  between  the 
members  of  the  Council  and  the  officials  it  employs.  In  regard 
to  this  Council,  it  can  certainly  be  said  that  this  co-operation 
exists.  Consequently  this  Council  can  be  pleased  with  its 

efforts  to  improve  conditions  for  the  people  who  live  within  the 
district.  Their  efforts  at  times  may  appear  to  meet  with 
frustration  and  delays  beyond  their  control,  but  already  many 
of  our  villages  have  now  a piped  water  supply  and  several  have 
sewage  disposal  works,  and  it  is  the  Council's  intention  to 
improve  the  conditions  in  other  villages.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Six  cases  were  put  on  the  register  during  the  year,  4 of 
these  were  new  cases  and  2 were  transferred  into  the  area 

The  new  cases  were 

(1)  Male  of  28  years  with  glandular  involvement. 

(2)  Male  of  75  years  with  pulmonary  involvement. 

(3)  Female  of  19  years  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

(4)  Male  of  64  years  with  involvement  of  the  lungs,  and  spine. 

The  transfer- in  cases  we  re : - 

(1)  Female  of  33  with  pulmonary  involvement. 

(2)  Female  of  19  with  pulmonary  involvement. 


There  was  1 death  due  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  This  was 
a man  aged  47  years  when  he  was  notified  in  1955. 

One  case  left  the  district  - a woman  who  was  24  in  1953, 
when  she  was  notified  with  peritonei  involvement. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  54  notified  cases  of 
tuberculosis  living  in  the  district.

An  epidemic  of  Measles  started  in  the  Urban  area  towards  the 
end  of  September  and  spread  to  the  Rural  during  October,  Although 
some  of  the  cases  were  fairly  severe,  no  deaths  resulted.

Vaccination  Against  SmaH Iper 

This  is  carried  out  in  the  district  by  the  local  general 

practitioners. 

Protection  against  Diptherla  and  Whooping  Cough. 

Immunisation  against  diptheria  is  carried  out  at  9-12  months, 
followed  by  a booster  dose  at  3 years.  However,  this  protection 
can  now  be  offered  combined  with  protection  against  whooping  cough  . 
This  procedure  consists  of  3 injections  at  monthly  intervals,  starting 
at  4-6  months  and  followed  by  a booster  at  5 years. 

This  service  is  carried  out  at  the  local  Clinics  and  Schools, 
and  also  by  the  general  practitioners. 

Poliomyelitis. 

In  1936  a small  amount  of  Polivirin  was  made  available  to 
vaccinate  children  bora  in  the  years  1947-54.  Because  of  the  limited 
amount  of  vaccine,  children  were  selected  by  the  month  of  their  birth. 
However  with  increasing  supplies  it  is  hoped  to  be  able  to  vaccinate 
in  1957  all  children  whose  parents  have  consented  and  to  extend  it  to 
children  bora  in  1955  and  1956. 


Because  of  the  fact  that  this  vaccine  has  to  be  stored  at  a 
certain  temperature  and  because  of  the  still  fairly  restricted 
supplies,  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officers 
employed  by  the  County  Council  at  Schools  and  Clinics  throughout 
its  area.

The  number  of  grants  approved  during  the  year  was  37 > 
and  the  number  of  approved  schemes  completed  during  the  year  was 
38.  This  figure  shows  an  increase  of  practically  100^  over  the 
number  of  schemes  completed  during  the  previous  year.  The  steady 
increase  in  the  number  of  applications  under  the  Act  indicate  that 
property  owners  are  aware  of  the  benefits  which  are  available  under 
the  Act,  The  amount  of  grant  paid  to  owners  in  respect  of  the  38 
schemes  completed  amounted  to  <£7,675*  0.  Od.

The  high  percentage  of  samples  submitted  for  examination 
and  returned  as  unsatisfactory,  indicates  that  the  water  from 
private  sources  is  far  from  that  which  is  desired.  During  the 
year  45. 8^  of  the  samples  analysed  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Samples  from  the  various  Council  supplies  examined  indicate 
that  the  water  is  of  a high  bacteriological  standard. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  eight  schemes  were  in  operation 
throughout  the  district,  two  schemes,  one  at  Kerry  and  the  other 
at  Sarn  were  completed  but  not  operating;  the  delay  in  operating 
the  Kerry  scheme  was  due  to  the  water  requiring  further  filtration 
to  remove  excess  suspended  matter.  It  is  hoped  that  early  in  the 
new  year  the  filters  will  be  installed  and  the  scheme  put  into  full 
working  order.
